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Precancel Classics 


HIS subject has been 
tampered with several 
times by other writers 
so once more will not 
do a great deal of 
harm to any old 
hobby. Some months 
ago one of our leading philatelic 
publications carried an advertise- 
ment, three inches in extent, of a 
retired officer of the United States 
Navy. He was interested in the 
cancellations of the U. S. Battle- 
ship Post Offices and listed his re- 
quirements in detail. Practically 
every thing from this source was 
wanted with one exception, and 
that was the PRECANCEL. Now 
the o'd ——— is upside down. 
These U. S. Battleship Post Offices 
have been "precancelling stamps for 
years. How many years? That 
is an enormous question. 

Let me assure you in the begin- 
ning of one thing, the items that 
I have to work with are meager in 
the extreme. In over three years 
we have had the pleasure to see 
just three of these BATTLESHIP 
PRECANCELS. As this is an en- 
tirely new branch of philately with 
great possibilities we shall give 
its history up to date. 





Over three years ago Wm. Horn- 
beck and the writer were seated in 
the club rooms of the Philatelic 
Club of Los Angeles, Mr. Roy Bry- 
ant entered, approached us, and 
presented Mr. Hornbeck with two 
stamps which were hinged to- 
gether. These stamps were passed 
to me and my opinion requested 
regarding their status as precan- 
cels. The stamps were the 10 cent 
of the issue of 1908 or 1910 and 
each had been handstamped in one 
line “U.S.S. CALIFORNIA”. The 
style of type face is almost a re- 
production of that used in the 
Beaumont, Calif., Type 1, as illus- 
trated in the Standard Precancel

Catalogue. Without any hesitation 
whatever I pronounced them pre- 
cancels. Being a good little beg- 
ger I told Hornbeck that one of 
them was badly needed for my 
TOWN TYPE COLLECTION of 
precancels and with Mr. Bryant’s 
consent one of them fell into my 
collection. The name “TOWN 
TYPE” is now obsolete. When I 
arrived home I made reference to 
the World Almanac for data re- 
garding the U. S. S. California and 
found that this ship was completed 
in 1921. Naturally that caused me 
to have grave doubts that the 
stamps were really precancels. 


About six months later I made 
a call to the home of one of my 
collector friends and he had as his 
guest an ardent precancel collector 
friend. This friend was displaying 
his Califorhia Precancels and 
placed his finger on one specimen 
and asked what we knew about it. 
This stamp was a 10 cent of 1922 
or 1926 and was precancelled “U. 
S. S. CALIFORNIA” in two lines 
and between lines and was an elec- 
tro. The style of type face is 
different from any that I have 
seen in precancels from our land 
post offices. Naturally this speci- 
men substantiated my decision re- 
garding the two stamps of the 
Bryant find. They are real PRE- 
CANCEL CLASSICS. The intro- 
duction of precancels on the U. S. 
Battleships followed the general 
trend of their introduction into the 
land post offices; that is they were 
first provisionals and then fol- 
lowed by the hand-stamp or elec- 
tro. 


Inquiry at the San Pedro Post 
Office regarding these precancels 
revealed the following:— 


San Pedro is the winter quarters 
of the U. S. Battleship Fleet. 


The San Pedro Post Office sup- 
plies the fleet with stamps. 

A clerk in the San Pedro Office 
informed me that he had seen 
these precancels from the fleet pass 
through that office for “years”. 


I have been informed that the 
San Pedro Post Office has not pre- 
cancelled any stamps for the fleet. 

I have never contacted any per- 
son who could state that he had 
seen a printing press on any of our 
battleships. 


Obviously vast possibilities are 
opened up by this new source of 
precancels. Where have all of the 
old ones gone and why have they 
not been found before? 

Observing the young men who 
enter the Navy Recruiting Stations 
I take it that they are from the 
rural districts and are desirous of 
seeing the world. Odd things in 
other pats of the world naturally 
attract one and these are sent home 
to the rural districts and so the 
precancels are lost. That no doubt 
accounts for their scarcity and 
three being those known in at least 
ten years certainly justifies the 
word SCARCE in its full meaning. 
We can get a real idea of the 
FAVOR PROPOSITION from what 
turns up in the next ten years. 

The great big possibility that 
exists with these Battleship Pre- 
cancels is that they may be pre- 
cancelled at the Government Print- 
ing Office, in which case Precan- 
celdom would have what might be 
termed a SUB-BUREAU. At any 
rate we have a new chapter to 
add to the Standard Precancel 
Catalog. 

Several individuals have seen 
two of these precancels but the 
writer is the only person who has 
seen all three of them. I would 
like to see any that collectors 
might think were Battleship Pre- 
cancels.

Stamp Publication hears and learns 
lots of things which if they could 
be broadcasted to the readers im- 
mediately would frequently save 
some of them from getting gypped 
On the other hand there are a 
class of collectors who if warned 
would take the chance and get 
gypped just the same. 

Frequently advertisements are 
printed which on the face of them 
warn any sensible collector that 
he is taking a chance in remitting 
money to the party whose address 
is attached to the advertisement. 

It must be understood that we 
are not speaking of advertisements 
that appear only in this paper. 
Such advertisements appear in all 
of the papers and it is up to the 
collector to use sound judgment 
in replying to some of them. 

To our way of thinking, perhaps 
the most foolish thing a collector 
does is to persist in picking out 
the names of dealers who are not 
regular advertisers, those who pop 
in and out from time to time. 

Any collector ought soon learn 
who are the substantial and re- 
liable people by noting their reg- 
ular advertising. We do not mean 
by this that those who do not ad- 
vertise regularly, are unreliable, 
but we do mean that those dealers 
who use space week after week, 
month after month, year in and 
year out are dealers whose adver- 
tisements can be trusted. 

Too frequently the collector will 
note an offer of certain stamps at 
a price that is far below what the 
same stamps are offered for by 
others. Such an offer should cre- 
ate suspicion rather than an in- 
tention to remit good money for 
the stamps. 

What we are leading up to is a 
case that is now before us and 
which looks on the face of it as 
though someone was working col- 
lectors for their loose change. We 
have reference to recent offers of 
the U. S. Zeppelin stamps both in 
and in other papers. 

Recently a Columbus collector 
called us on the phone and asked 
our opinion of a very low price 
quoted for a set of the Zeppelin 
stamps. He wished to know if we 
knew if the party making the of- 
fer was reliable. We advised him 
that we knew nothing of the party, 
that the advertisement was not in 
our paper and that at the price 
the stamps were offered we would 
consider it a very doubtful invest- 
ment. began dealers are standing 
ready to pay as much as $12 to 
$13.50 aor set for singles and up- 
ward from $50 to $60 for sets of 
blocks, any offer of these stamps 
in an advertisement at 20 to 30% 
helow these prices should create 
suspicion in the mind of the collec- 
tor rather than an urge to send 
his good money for the stamps. 


may: be reliable, may want quick 
cash and may be unfamiliar with 
the actual current market value 
of these stamps. Thus when ad- 
vertising copy offering stamps of 
this class at a low price is sub- 
mitted with cash for insertion of 
same there is nothing left but for 
the publisher to print the copy. 

In our own publication of a re- 
cent date there was an advertise- 
ment from a party in Boston by 
the name of John Kelley. Already 
complaints regarding this adver- 
tisement have reached us and we 
have a letter from a reader in 
Revere, Mass., which is of much 
interest.

I believe that about two 
years ago a J. Kelley tried the 
same trick according to a Herald 
reporter. This letter will probably 
explain to many of Linn’s readers 
why they have been gypped.” 


There is the story. An exceed- 
ingly low price on stamps that 
everyone wants brings the dollars 
from the collectors who sould first 
learn of the reliability of the peo- 
ple with whom they do business. 

One of the best safeguards that 
a collector can use is to stay away 
from price quotations that are so 
far below others figures that they 
look suspicious. 


Another thing that would help 
in situations of this sort would be 
some real activity on the part of 
our postal inspectors. Situations 
of this sort should be followed up 
by these postal inspectors. The 
man can undeubtedly be traced. 
He should be caught and punished. 
A term in jail will gure them or 
at least put them where they can 
not continue this sort of business. 


The collector himself however, 
should be more particular about 
the people that he deals with. 
There are enough advertisers who 
have been in business for many 
years that one does not have to be 
tempted by the catch penny offers 
which on the face of them should 
discourage anyone from sending 
real money to the man making the 
offer.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 


By Capt. A. C. Townsend 





I’m from Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News, Commodore Perry. You 
know who we are— 

Just a moment, sir. I know the 
object of your call, and as it is 
essential to be correct in an inter- 
view, be good enough to use my 
correct title, Captain Perry. I was 
given that title only after the 
Battle of Lake Erie. 

Thank you for the correction, 
Captain. You are so generally 
called Commodore that I supposed 
it was correct. Now may I ask 
which of your stamp pictures you 
like best? The 90c of 1870, the 
90c of 1890, or the One Dollar, 
1894? 

The first one, I think. It is a 
handsome stamp and I was much 
pleased and relieved when it ap- 
peared. I knew one was to be is- 
sued, and was afraid that they 
would picture me with a knife be- 
tween my teeth, chasing the pirates 
on the Barbary Coast. 

Well, Captain, would you not like 
to see a new one copied from the 
famous picture in the Capitol, 
where you are shown leaving the 
sinking Lawrence? And beneath 
it your famous words “We have 
met the enemy and they are ours.” 

No, frankly, I would not. That 
message to Congress was rather 
bombastic, but I had a good reason 
for sending it in that way. Up to 
and even during the war of 1812 it 
had been almost impossible to 
make Congress realize the neces- 
sity for our having a navy at all. 
It was with great difficulty that I 
secured the money to collect the 
fleet on Lake Erie and meet the 
British, and they had grave doubts 
as to my success, so I sent that 
message to impress them with 
what could be done with a navy. 

But I'll tell you what I would 
like. I would like a new stamp 
with a picture of the monument 
erected to me at Put-in-Bay, Ohio, 
and recently dedicated. That is a 
monument not only to my victory 
but to the pact afterwards signed 
by the United States and Great 
Britain agreaing that neither 
would keep any armament on the 
Great Lakes or their shores. 

War is a gristly and terrible 
business, my lad; no one knows 
it better than I, and that monu- 
ment is proof that two nations 
can live side by side without war, 
for that simple agreement has been 
in effect for 114 years without a 
single violation. 

I was speaking of the matter 
with Teddy Roosevelt the other 
day and he said “By George, 
Oliver, you are right! It is a mon- 
ument to PEACE and some day 
will be called the greatest monu- 
ment in the world, I believe.”

SOMETHING We have frequent- 
DIFFERENT _ ly been accused of 

tooting our own 
horn too much in our editorial col- 
umns. This week, we are busy. 
Real busy. We have a heap of 
things to look after in connection 
with the convention that will be 
on our hands during the time that 
this issue of the paper will be in 
process of printing and just to get 
rid of the work of preparing copy 
for this column we are copying the 
following from The _ Philatelic 
Trader of London. This matter is 
of course written for British con- 
sumption but it applies equally 
well in America and has some very 
good sound sense and advice in the 
remarks that are made_ besides 
some desirable information. 





KILOWARE The branch of trade 
which has come to 
be known universally as “kilo- 
ware” has not yet attained the 
popularity it deserves on the Brit- 
ish market. A kilo is a metric 
weight of 2.2 English pounds, and 
kiloware consists of a parcel of 
stamps to that weight, cut from 
envelopes or dockets before soak- 
ing off paper. For the most part 
these kilos originate from the sale 
hy foreign governments, more en- 
lightened in this respect than the 
sritish, of their waste material. 
When by efflusion of time stamp- 
ed forms or dockets need be no 
longer kept, foreign governments 
do not destroy them in toto as the 








British do. They first cut off the 
stamps and sell them to the stamp 
trade by auction, tender, or con- 
tract, as the case may be. The 
contracting dealers who acquire 
them offer them in turn to other 
dealers through the columns of 
“The Philatelic Trader,” and that 
is how a very large number of 
stamps first come on to the mar- 


ket. 


KILO-COSTING The contents of 

kilo naturally 
vary according to the amount of 
paper or thin card left on the 
stamps, but about 4,000 copies is 
a fair average. When costing this 
class of material the time taken in 
handling must be considered. When 
soaked (and, of course, nobody 
would dream of “floating” them) it 
will take a full day’s work to 
“skin” them and lay them out to 
dry. Another day’s work is in- 
volved in sorting and classifying, 
based on an eight-hour day and 
handling five hundred stamps per 
hour. Some stamps will take longer 
to handle than that, but at least 
two days’ labour has to be added to 
the prime cost of the material. A 
further overhead charge must be 
added for mounting, or counting 
for wholesale, before they can be 
converted into cash. Nevertheless, 
provided one can provide the la- 
bour or spare the time, the “kilo” 
plan is undoubtedly the cheapest 
way of buying stamps, particularly 
when they are “sealed” kilos—de- 
livered, that is to say, bearing the 
unbroken government seal, show- 
ing that they have not been picked 
over. 


THE BOTTOM- The stamp dealer 
LESS PIT who trys to stock 

everything still 
exists, but for shorter and shorter 
periods. He is inevitably pushed 
aside by the dealer who tries to 
stock nothing and only has in stock 
what he has not been able to sell, 
either at a profit or even cost. 
Granted that the sale of stamps 
cannot be forced in the sense that 
necessary articles can because the 
market is more precarious; far too 
many dealers hold onto stock and 
by grasping at the shadow of large 
profits lose the substance of small 
ones oft repeated. Stock in the 
stamp trade can be made a bottom- 
less pit which will absorb both cap- 
ital and profits if it is not rigor- 
ously curbed. The Micawbers who 
are always hoping that a customer 
will turn up should place a time 
limit upon his appearance and cut 
their losses if he does not material- 
ize. Stock is worth nothing until 
turned into money, and the atti- 
tude that whether it sells or not it 
will appreciate in value is merely 
the lazy man’s delusion. Stock is 
bought for re-sale, and its utility 
must be judged by the frequency 
with which it can be turned over. 
Investments are an entirely sep-

The men who are 
naking money in stamps (in rela- 
tion to capital invested) are not 
those who get the biggest percent- 
ave profits, but those whose turn- 
over is quickest. 


One of the es- 
sential points of 
a good adver- 
tisement is to make ordering easy 
on the part of those who read it. 
Crdering is not made easy when 
one has to refer to some other 
book to know what is meant. The 
man who quotes by catalogue num- 
bers, for example, without stating 
issue or denomination, will get less 
business than the man who makes 
this clear without compelling 
vould-be clients to refer to the 
catalogue first. If you think it 
advisable to give catalogue num- 
bers, be sure you quote the cat- 
alogue your potential customers are 
likely to have. In England, quote 
Cibbons; in France and Latin coun- 
tries, quote Yvert; in U.S.A., quote 
Scott numbers; in Germany, Mi- 
chel. A lot of advertisers do not 
realize the importance of this. It 
is no reflection upon the publishers 
of the various catalogues to indi- 
cate that none of them are very 
widely sold outside their own ter- 
ritories, A Frenchman hardly ever 
sees a Gibbons. An Englishman 
hardly ever sees anything else. 
Foreign dealers, please note this 
and quote Gibbons’ numbers in 
your advertisements in English 
papers.

Without any public notice ex- 
cept that appearing in the Postal 
3ulletin of July 31st, service on 
the new F. A. M. No. 12, from 
Bangor, Maine to St. Johns, N. B. 
and Halifax, Nova Scotia, was 
opened in the northbound direction 
on August Ist., the same day A. M. 
No. 1 was extended from Boston 
to Bangor. Earlier information 
indicated that passenger service 
would be inaugurated and evident- 
ly the P. O. Dept. decided very 
suddenly to utilize same for the 
transportation of mail. The quan- 
tity carried for collectors must 
have been small. The fact that 
collectors did not get some notice 
of the event, is probably due to 
the illness of W. Irving Glover, the 
the collectors’ friend. No catchet 
was provided at Bangor, and we 
have not heard as yet of the in- 
auguration of southbound service 
on the route. Perhaps the Ca- 
nadian Dept. will delay long 
enough for philatelists to get cov- 
ers carried. 


Trans-Atlanties 


Boardman and Poland were suc- 
cessful in their non-stop flight of 
around 5000 miles from New York 
to Istanbul, Turkey, and news 
dispatches stated that a packet of 
letters were dropped by them over 
Le Bourget Field, Paris, but far- 
ther than that we have no in- 
formation of covers carried on this 
epoch-making flight. Does any 
collector know about this? 

Qn the Hillis-Hoiriis flight to 
Denmark we learn that 643 covers 
were carried, 607 of which have 
been returned, of which there are 
evidently three distinct types. 1st 
for the christening of the “Liber- 
ty” plane on May 24th.
